During Past Season 


W hile farm ers of the Hamlin 
region 
w ere 
not 
affected 
too 
much by co tto n diseases the past 
year, diseases took a $156,000,000 
bite out of th e 1958 Texas cotton 
crop, re p o rt 15 cotton specialists! 
k en t >d th ro u g h o u t the state. 
"C otton diseases kept at least 
930,000 bales of cotton from be­ 
ing m ark eted ,1' said H arlan Smith, 
extension p la n t pathologist, who 
compiled th e inform ation for the 
Cotton D isease Council. 
Besides th e 
$1.56,000,000 cash 
loss 
to 
producers, 
there 
were 
losses of business to farm labor, 
railroads. 
tru ck in g 
companies, 
suppliers 
com press 
companies, 
storage facilities and other phases 
of the in d u stry . 
Diseases also 
w ere a m a jo r facto r in grade re ­ 
duction and a lim iting factor in 
yield. 
This loss o ccu rred even though
